SINKS IN GALE 


Crew Save Selves Near 
Milwaukee. 


\ BULLETIN. 

New York, Nov. 14, 3:30 a. m-— 
An S. O. S. call was received at 3 
a. m. by the Naval Radio station 
from the Italian steamship Monte 
Grappa, which reported it was list- 
ing to port in a heavy sea and re- 
quired assistance. It gave its posi-' 
tion as latitude 43.18, longitude 
41.55. The vessel sailed from Mont- 
real £@r Italy. Its location is off 


Milwaukee, Wis., ., Nov. 13. —After be- 
ing buffeted by a heavy storm for two 
fours and springing four large leaks, 
the Nordland, package freighter of the 
Chicago and Milwaukee Steamship 
company, sank eight miles off St. Fran- 
cis, near Milwaukee, in Lake Michigan 
this afternoon. The vessel carried a 
cargo valued at $500,000. 

The officers and crew, twenty in 
number and all of Chicago, took to the 
stnall boats fifteen minutes before the 
ship sank and rowed safely to shore 
despite a strong wind and high waves. 

Left Chicago Saturday. 

The ship left Chicago for Milwaukee 

Saturday night at 11.0’clock. Because of 

the gale which was sweeping the lake 
the ship put im at Racine in the morn- 
ing. The storm subsided for a short 
time and the trip was continued &t 
11:40 this morning. 

No seoner had the Nordland left the 
Racine harbor than it began to take 
water. A large leak in the after-hull 
was first discovered, then the vessel’s 
seams were sprung in several other 
places. When Capt. Smith saw it was 
impossible to bring it ashore he or- 
déred the men to the boats. 

The vessel sank, stern first, fifteen 
minutes after the second boat had 


“She was a good old sea dog,” said 
Capt. Abe Smith, “but Father Time 
got in his whacks and she went. We 

ted to see her go, bit it. was sink 

or swim, and she sank. Therc’s always 
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said John Bulgo and Mike Greene, who 
were in Capt. Smith’s boat which land- 
ed on Jones island, near Milwaukee, 

Alex Grieg gave his version of the 
sinking. 

“ When the water first began to rush 
in after the freighter sprung a leak,” 
said Grieg, “the pumps. were applieg 
and things went along fairly smooth 
until ‘the lake became rougher and the 
hole larger. Then: suddenly a. .seqm 
began to*give and another, and “still 
another. The crew wanted to come 
close’ enough to shore to.makevit pos- 
sible at least to save the cargo, but the 
water kept coming in ‘until the. men 
stood up to their waists inthe icy 
water. 

“The first boat we lowered had’ ten 
of us in it. She swung and our boat 
hit the side of the Nordlund, almost 
dumping Us ifto the lake. A timely 
wave swung the old sinking tub just 
enough 1 so we hit the water safe.”

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 13.—[By 
the Associated Press.]—-From Angori 
comes the report that Rafet Pasha, 
the Nationalist governor, has been in- 
structed to press the demand for com- 
plete control of Constantinople without 
allied interference, 

However, the departure today’ for 
London of Col. Gribben, British chief 
of staff, and the decigion of Sir Horace 
Rumbold, the British high commis- 
sioner, to leave Wednesday for Lau- 
sanne, was interpreted as Indicating an 
improvement in the situation. Never- 
theless, a persistent impression pre 
vails in some quarters that, the allies 
may find it expedient to evacuate the 
capital before peace is concluded. 

The economic situation continues to 
grow worse; prices of foodstuffs are 
steadily soaring; business houses con- 
tinue to suspend,.their owners depart- 
ing. Owing to the unwillingness of 
merchants to import further merchan- 
dise, supplies are running short; there 
is only a twe days’ supply of. the

ITALY BUTTS RIGHT IN

SENIORITY IN CONGRESS. 


It is not easy to induce congress or any 
legislative body to give up a rule or custom 
has long ministered to its internal peace and com’ 
fort. We do not expect, therefore, that the pro 
| posal of Senator McCormick for modification of 
the seniority rule will be enthusiastically adopted. 
Yet we think public opinion may be sufficiently 
interested to bring pressure in its favor. 

The rule of seniority which automatically fills 
-the important office of chairman of each of the 
committees according to length of service, with 
regard, of course, to the party in power, is in- 
trenched in the interest of the average senator 
who could not expect to reach: such a position 
by reason of his own special qualifications. Under 
a strict seniority system the mediocre man, if 
he comes from a state the political complexioff of 
which is assured, may expect eventually to rise to 
the highest place in the senate. It is true that 
men who thus survive have always a fair measure 
of ability and the freak of the moment cannot 
under the seniority rule reach a chairmanship 
however the passing mood of popular favor might 
magnify him. Seniority, furthermore, relieves 
the senate, which has been called the most desirable 
club in the world, from uncomfortable discrimina-

Rible reading in the public schools

Before an hour had gone 
by the company had taken a new strategic position far in advance of its former 
line, and whatever doubters were left were in disorderly and tumultuous re 
treat. 

Be it announced, once and for all, that this performance of “ Alda” was 
as good a show as has been seen at the Auditorium since Chicago’s name first 
went on to an opera company, and that is getting to be a fairly respect- 
able number of years. It would seem that grand opera made safe for de- 
mocracy, Chicago brand, means grand 
opera indeed, fine opera, brilliant 
opera, even grandiose ope That the 
box office showed a return higher 
than that of any opening night in 
the history of the Auditorium may 
be merely a detail, but a detail of 
some importance, showing the place 
that the company is taking in the 
mines of the public. 

There were enough points about 
the performance to deserve catalog- 
ing at some length. Ordinarily this 
process is about as exciting as read- 
ing from the pages of the city direc- 
tory, but in this case there were un- 
usual details. For once there was a 
first night where the opera, and not 
the fact of the first night and the 
audience, seemed to be the important 
matter. For once general attention 
was riveted on the stage instead of the 
boxes. —

There was Rosa Raisa as Alda, 
the world’s best bet when it comes to ROSA RAISA. 
considering dramatic sopranos, never 
with her voice more like silk shot through with gold than last night. Theré 
was Charles Marshall, American tenor, whose past career with the Chicagd 
company had been limited to one rdéle, and who got into the advance guard 
of public esteem with one solo. There were two important newcomers—Iina 
Bourskaya, as Amneris, and Cesare Formichi, as Amonasro—who will without 
doubt be famous persons before the next ten weeks are finished. There was 
another American stranger, Melvena Passmore, who, all unseen, sang the 
music of the unseen priestess and promptly established herseli. therewitli. 
There were old acquaintances, Edouard Cotreuil as the king, Virgilio Lazzari 
as the high priest, and Lodovico Oliviero as the herald. There was a totally 
new ballet corps, who created pictures completely in the mood of the opera, 
and kept perfect rhythm, besides. There was a completely new set of scenery 
and costumes, gorgeous ones. And there was Polacco conducting. 

Because the night was about as bad as could have been discovered for 
the first night of anything, both the audience and the enthusiasm gathered by 
degrees. By the“end of the first scene both were there, to the extent of Miss 
Raisa reééiving seven curtain calls. Then some enthusiasts in the upper 
regions began shouts for Marshall, and that artist appeared for a series of 
four solo bows. 

When the curtain went up on the second scene it was enough to make 
one gasp with sheer beauty. If Julian F.. Dové, the company’s scenic artist, 
had done nothing more, he still would have been entitled to the credit of a 
masterpiece here. Here was the interior of an Egyptian temple, an enormous 
statue of Phtha at one end, dimly lighted at the edges, a flood of moonlight 
pouring down in the center. The last was not only good stagecraft but good 
archaeology.

So the drama in music went on, stage picture after stage picture, the 
story developing into the conflict between the flaming saprano personality, who 
is Miss Raisa, and the flaming mezzo personality, who is Miss Bourskaya, until 
the triumph scene was reached. Here color, movement, and tone reached a 
smashing climax, with solo voices, with trumpets, brass band, chorus, ballet, 
and orchestra, down to the last battalion of self-conscious supernumeraries, 
‘with Polacco, in the orchestra pit, working wonders of mountains of tone, 
breath-taking pause, and other mountains. And since it was not time until 
then for all the surprises to be unfolded, Formichi took the stage and displayed 
an unbelievably glorious voice. He is one of the great hopes of the new com- 
pany. At present one remembers his great baritone as the counterpart of Miss 
Raisa’s great soprano.
